JOSIE BISHOP STRIKES IT RICH 


Finds radium, helium, gold and silver 


fhen most of the world’s radium came from the Belgian Congo, this 

precious therapeutic agent sold for $70,000 per gram. In 1930 a rich 
deposit of pitchblende—radium-bearing ore—was found on the edge of 
Canada’s Great Bear Lake on the Arctic Circle (LIFE, Aug. 16). Cana- 
dian production since 1933 has broken the Belgian monopoly, brought 
the price of radium down to $25,000 per gram. Now an oldtime “desert 
rat” named Mrs, Josie Bishop has announced her discovery of an even 
richer pitchblende deposit in California’s Mojave Desert. 

Mrs, Bishop has staked eleven claims covering some 170 
says she has known about the radium for four years but has withheld the 
news of it until litigation over her property was ended. A San Diego 
chemist has assayed her find at a super-rich 130 milligrams of radium 
bromide per ton of concentrated ore. ‘This finding, Mrs. Bishop says, has 
been confirmed by the Institut de Radium in Paris 

She has sunk two mine shafts, one of which yields pitchblende, the other 
quartz containing gold and silver. Already she has signed lease options on 
three portions of her property. Los Angeles, Fresno and British interests 
are reported bidding for the rest. Meantime the West has been stirred 
by news that Mrs, Bishop's property also contains helium (usually found 
with radium), and by discovery at nearby Mojave Aug. 13 of a gold 
deposit assaying 81,

artificial production of substances to supplement. 
radium, most available of potent radioactive elements 
Radium has created a new era in the worlds of phys- 
ics and of medicine, One gram of this material liber- 
ates tremendous quantities of energy over a period of 
1,600 years. A ton of coal would not give out so much 
heat as would three grams of radium during its slow 
transformation into lead. Dreamers seek to produce 
limitless quantities of elements similar to radium, 
utilize their tremendousatomicenergy. Such mass pro- 
duction is unlikely because elements do not disinte- 
grate spontaneously, because energy escapes slowly 
and because the most powerful atom-smashers pro- 
duce only minute quantities of radiouctive substances, 
Highest batting average in the field of transmuta- 
tion of matter is held by University of California's 
Professor Ernest Orlando Lawrence whose 80-ton 
cyclotron (see right) has transmuted all known ele- 
ments. Different from most atom-smashers, the 
50,000-volt cyclotron does not use mighty electric 
charges to speed atomic bullets. In its flat vacuum 
cylinder are two semicircular electrodes operated by 
a current alternating 13,000,000 times per second. 
Charged nuclei are drawn first into one electrode, 
then into the other. A huge electromagnet outside the 
cylinder creates a magnetic field which holds the par- 
ticles to a circular path. Each time the current alter- 
nates it creates an electrical impulse which gives an- 
other kick to the whirling particles. The faster they 
move the nearer they come to the periphery of the 
cylinder. At top velocity they pop out of a window in 
the wall of the cylinder, crash into an atomic target, 
releasing parts of atoms to be photographed in the 
cloud chamber. Thus, by placing before the window 
abit of sodium and bombarding it with heavy hydro- 
gen nuclei, Professor Lawrence obtained a minute par- 
ticle of radioactive sodium. Other elements were made 
radioactive by the same process of transmutation.

A late as 600 A.v., the Japanese were about as barbarous 
as the tribes of North Europe. But when they looked 
about for a civilization to copy, the nearest to hand was the 
magnificent culture of great China and they borrowed it 
almost intact—laws, sciences, trades, alphabet, art, clothes 
and religion. ‘They did such a fine job of adapting that today 
they look down on the Chinese as an anarchic, crude and 
undisciplined people that has left its great past far behind. 
‘The great Japanese virtues of today are the old Chinese vir- 
tues of Confuci cerity, loyalty and decorum. 

Japan has built a singularly effective civilization on its 
Chinese models. Loyalty and decorum are virtues primai 
useful, not to oneself but to other people. Every Japanese 
inherits at birth a mass of loyalties and proprieties. His 
whole life is stylized for him by elaborate social, moral and 
legal codes, written and unwritten, that cover every situation 
he can possibly get into. He is taught to act always by the 
rules. Hence he is never embarrassed because he always 
knows that he is doing the “right thing.” His politeness, so 
impressive to foreigners, is merely convention: He is 
taught not to take seriously any individualistic impulse that 
occurs to him and to trust those whom God has put above 
him. He feels himself more of a man when he disciplines 
himself than when he “expresses” himself. And he is hap- 
piest in a swarming crowd. ‘The result is that the Japanese is 
not much good by himself (Japan has produced almost no 
great. writers, artists or scientists) but superb in the mass.

in southwestern Idaho, fissures hegan to open up. 
Farmer Robertson paid little attention until early 
this month when the land around the fissures be- 
gan to sink. By Aug. 16, the fissures had become a 
canyon 300 feet deep and had swallowed up 20 acres 
of his rich wheatland. In the picture above you can 
see grain still growing on the crumbled chunks of 
land. From the canyon’s bottom came deep rum- 
blings, with now & again a muffled crash. It was not 
safe to stand near the canyon’s brink because every 
few hours more land toppled in. 

From neighboring States geologists gathered to 
look and explain. Millions of years ago southern 
Idaho was covered by a lava flow. When the river 
of molten rock slowed down, a crust formed on the 
surface but underneath lava still flowed. Many ge- 
ologists believe that the lava left huge subterra- 
nean caverns, possibly 1,300 feet deep and that the 
Robertson farm is on the roof of such a cavern. The 
muffied crashes occur when bits of the cavern roof 
crash to the cavern floor. The rumbling is the slow dis- 
integration of the roof. What will happen next is un- 
predictable. The cavern roof may crumble slowly for 
another 1,000 years. Or it may crash down, swallow- 
y ae ing several farms and creating a major earthquake.
